One of the important duties that a 
Potentate elect has thrust upon him, is 
that of appointing a Chief Steward and 
assistants, whose aim it shall be to see 
that at each ceremonial an abundance of 
food to suit the varying tastes of our mem- 
bers is provided and to see that each and 
everyone is amply taken care of. 


It has been the good fortune of the 
Shrine to have as our chief steward, Past 
Potentate, George A. Shackford, who is 
well qualified for the position with many 
years of experience, and holding, as he 
does, the position of Quartermaster of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Co. of 
Boston. 


A newcomer to the stewards staff is 
George’s Ist assistant, Albert E. Yarlotte, 
Chief of the Dining car service of the 
Boston and Albany Railroad, and his 
experience is of great value in seeing that 
the needs of the “‘inner man” are well 
taken care of. 


George Shackford has for his 2nd assist- 
ant, William Spottiswoode, known by 
everyone as “Billy” who besides being 
one of the Sinking Fund Commissioners 
of Boston, his life-work, is the John Gil- 
bert Jr. Co. who have for over 100 years 
supplied the better things of life to a dis- 
criminating public. 

Our readers will appreciate that the 
catering at our ceremonials is no small job. 
The attendance varies from 5000 to 7000, 
and sometimes more, and everything has 
to be supplied for their enjoyment. 

The Seiler boys have done a heroic job 
each year in furnishing and_ servicing 
foods that are unsurpassed, and it might 
not be amiss at this time to give a partial 
list of what is required to make an en- 
joyable event. 

Let us start out with 150 gallons of raw 
oysters, 10,000 frankforts, 3000 lbs. of 
cold meats, 700 to 800 quarts of salad, 200 
gallons of chop suey, 4000 portions of 
Chicken a la King, 1000 dozen rolls, with 
loaves of bread, which placed end to end 
would make good mileage. 

Just visualize devouring 300 lbs. of 
cheese, 500 dozen doughnuts, 400 gallons 
of ice cream, 400 gallons of coffee, 50 
gallons chocolate to say nothing of 250 
cases of soft drinks, all of which goes to 
make up a hearty meal at a ceremonial. 


After the above is taken care of, then 
of course, come the cigars, and these, run 
into the thousands.

ME the session of the Imperial Council, 
A. A. O. N. M. S., held at Atlantic 


City, in July, 1933, Section 95 of Article XI, 


of The Imperial Council By-Laws, was 
amended by adding the following para- 
graph. 


“Provided, however, that any member 
upon the payment of the sum of sixty 
dollars ($60.00) shall receive a receipt 
therefor from the Recorder of his Temple, 
and shall be exempt from any further 
assessment for the Shriners’ Hospitals for 
Crippled Children. Upon the payment of 
such sum to the Recorder, he shall cause 
his record to show the exemption of such 
member from future Hospital assess- 
ments.” 


Another paragraph provides that all 
moneys so collected shall be turned over 
to the Imperial Treasurer and by him 
invested in United States Government 
bonds or bonds of State, Counties and 
Cities bearing certain ratings. Only the 
income from this fund is to be paid to the 
general fund for the operation and main- 
tenance of the Hospitals. 


By this amendment, Nobles are now 
permitted to become permanent contrib- 
utors to the Hospital Maintenance, for 
the income from your $60.00 will continue 
its good work long after the call of the 
Black Camel. A Noble does not have to 
be a Life Member of his Temple to take 
advantage of this privilege, but does be- 
come a Member of the Hospital Endow- 
ment Fund.

The Arab Patrol desires to make the 
first thing it does in the space allotted to it, 
be a word of cordial greeting, appreciation, 
and good-will to all of the Nobles of 
Aleppo. It is you who inspire us to serve 
and it is you whom we strive to please. 
The Patrol salutes you! 


In 1885, two years after the granting of 
a charter to Aleppo Temple, twelve men 
were appointed by Henry E. Hosley, a 
Charter Member and the first Potentate, 
to take charge of the novices and conduct 
them safely across the “burning sands.” 
Previous to the appointment of this body, 
the Director, Frank Locke, also a Charter 
Member, had charge of the initiates. 


At first they had no special regalia, 
simply evening dress, but now the Patrol 
adds much to the dignity and effect of the 
work with their individual robes and 
jewels. The Arab Patrol originally was the 
personal staff of the Potentate, and its 
purpose was to assist the officers in the 
floor work and any other way possible. 
From the small group of “originals” the 
Arab Patrol of Aleppo Temple has grown 
to be one of the largest in Shrinedom, with 
Medinah of Chicago and Moslem of 
Detroit, its chief rivals in that respect. At 
the Imperial Council parades the big 
show is the sight of these three Temples 
with their bands of equal size making a 
colorful picture of approximately 1000

mandery. Saint Omer by the way can 
claim to be the cradle of Aleppo Temple as 
nearly all of the charter members came 
from that Commandery. 


Of the Illustrious Potentates in the past 
22 years, every one has at some time been 
a member of the Patrol.

“Sometime ago, I heard the remark 
made, that a Shriner is a man who wears 
a fez. My husband is a Shriner. And I 
know that on certain occasions he wears 
a fez. But to me, and I believe to thou- 
sands of other women whose husbands 
are Shriners, both the symbolism and 
significance of Shrinedom goes much 
farther and deeper than that. 

There have been periods in our lives, 
as with every other married couple, when 
it has taken every last bit of our courage 
to face the future. And it has been at 
such times, when a great crisis arose — 
when everything seemed about to crumble 
away and leave us with nothing but the 
ashes of our hopes — that those great 
qualities which the teachings of the 
Shrine injects into the hearts and minds 
of its Nobles have served so ably to carry 
us through triumphant.

OPERATING A TEMPLE 


F a Shrine Temple begins to re- 
trench on its finances how far 
should it go? Should it batten down 
the hatches and strip the canvas 
from every mast, like a ship round- 
ing the Horn? Should it cut the 
number of its meetings in two, re- 
strict itself to the barest schedule of 
Temple business and eliminate all 
“extras” — social affairs, educa- 
tional affairs, etc.? 

There is such a thing as a blind, 
fanatical lust for saving money as 
much as there is a blind, fanatical 
lust for throwing it away. A Temple 
can bankrupt itself by spending too 
little as easily as by spending too 
much. The loss of diminishing re- 
turns works in both directions. To 
cut down activities to the point 
where the members cease to feel any 
interest in their Temple is not 
economy but suicide — like the 
merchant who locks up his store to 
cut down expenses — he has no 
expenses, neither has he any profits. 
Making it impossible to have any- 
thing to save is not a form of saving, 
but is like the Hollywood actresses 
who diet themselves into pernicious 
anemia. An anemic Temple is not 
equipped to meet the tests of hard 
times; it is not equipped to meet any 
tests. 

The wise spending of money is it- 
self a form of economy. The very 
idea at the bottom of the budget 
system is the true conception of 
economy. A properly planned bud- 
get will show that economy is not 
an arbitrary increase of income nor 
an equally arbitrary reduction of 
expenditures, but a living balance 
between the two. And furthermore 


it shows that of all the fallacies that 
need to be hunted down and de- 
stroyed during these hard times 
none other is more vicious than the 
widespread notion that economy 
and non-use of money can mean the 
same thing. — Exchange.
